Fava, formerly Italian' ambassador at 
Washington, raised., t}ie: question of 
lynchings in the" United States, in 
which there had been * repetition of 
grave events, he said, and where the 
guilty persons had not "been discov- 
ered. Baron F-ava referred to the sug- ' 
g«stion ,of the late President AIcKin- j 
ley after the lynching at Erwin. Miss., ' 
respecting legislation for the protec- \ 
tlon of foreigners, and he alluded feel- j 
ingly to tie high esteem in which the I 
late President McKinley and th%' late 
King Humbert, both victims of .the 
assassin, were held by. their country- ; 
men. 
j 


Replying to Baroa Java, Signer Fri- 


nettl, thb minister of foreign affairs, 
declared that neither the Italian gov- 
ernment nor Italian diplomats were 
guilty of any negligence in their ef- 
forts to secure the triumph of iustice, 
but, owing to the reticence of wit- 
nesses, it had been impossible to iden- 
tify the culprits and the grand jury 
had declared, according; to ihe usual 
formula, that the lynching in question 
had occurred by "the will of God." 
This statement from Signer Prinetti 
caused a sensation. 
Continuing, the 


foreign minister said that the Italian 
government would continue to protest, 
in. the hope of obtaining satisfaction 
against a state of affairs which con- 
stituted an oSense against interna- 
tional treaties. The government had 
represented what a serious "thing it 
was, said Signer Prinetti, that the 
government (of the United States 
should declare Itself unable to fulfill 
its engagements in conformity with 
the International treaties. To this 
representation the American govern- 
ment had not replied in writing, but 
it had admitted that the Italian claims 
were well founded and had promised 
carefully to consider the question. 


The Italian government, continued 


the foreign minister, would ask for no 
Indemnities as the price of the blood 
of its citizens, but It Would not object 
If indemnities were given to the rela- 
tives of the deceased. 
The Italian 


government acted upon the principle, 
concluded Signer Prinetti, that Italy 
shou.J insure her subjects abroad 
with an effective but not arrogant pro- 
tection which was inspired by the 
sentiments, civilization, legality and 
moderation which she had hitherto ex- 
hibited in her relations -with foreign 
states, in which her sons had met with 
open and fruitful hospitality.
